FOREWORD 


Radio and television broadcasting is by now recognized as a fundamental part of the twentieth-century 
Canadian fabric. Many debates have arisen over such issues as public regulation and support, and emerging 
technology continues to pose new questions and dilemmas. Canadians today devote more time to listening to 
radio and watching television than to any other single activity, except working or sleeping. Communications 
theorists have written enough volumes to fill more than one library, and Canadians, stimulated by Marshall 
McLuhan and others, have made a substantial contribution to this literature. Since broadcasting is doubtless 
essential to the modern experience, it is incumbent upon archives to preserve the record of this phenomenon. 


In Canada the principal broadcasting agency is the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. Its accomplish- 
ments, fortunes and future have been of great concern to Canadians throughout its fifty years. Its broadcasts 
offer a window on Canadian society, much as do the daily newspapers, and thus are essential to all varieties of 
archival research. Not only historians of broadcasting, but also students of literature and the performing arts, 
researchers in sociology and popular culture, historians of political and public affairs, and even genealogists 
should be making use of broadcasting records for their research. Indeed broadcasting offers an advantage over 
newspapers in that it provides direct aural and visual evidence of events and performances. Over the past fifty 
years, the CBC has provided a stage for writers, musicians, popular entertainers, performing artists and actors to 
be heard and seen by Canadians. Often creators who are better known for their publications had their initial 
exposure and sustaining support through the CBC. 


Thus it is appropriate that the Public Archives of Canada (PAC) has devoted considerable energy and 
resources to the records of the CBC over the past decade, and that it has decided to publish this guide to CBC 
sources at the PAC. In recognition of the CBC's 50th anniversary in 1986, it is hoped that the guide will stimulate 
and facilitate the use of CBC records.

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INTRODUCTION 


The need for this compilation was first recognized when negotiations were taking place between the CBC and 
the PAC to develop a master agreement (signed 27 November 1981). The records of the CBC certainly challenge 
the PAC’s principle of “custody of medium of record”; all seven divisions of the Archives Branch are expected to 
receive records created by the CBC. So as not to fragment the records, a “centralized index” of all CBC 
collections held in the various divisions forms part of this guide. The guide, then, represents PAC holdings as of 
1 January 1985. 


A further motivation for such a guide was recognition of the decentralized nature of the CBC and its lack of a 
consistent and continuous records management function. Some CBC offices have maintained their records 
independently. In other cases, individuals who have worked with or for the CBC in various capacities have more 
complete collections in particular areas than the CBC itself. As a consequence, while rich and invaluable CBC 
collections have come to the PAC from non-CBC sources, there are also conspicuous gaps in our transfers from 
the CBC. Both of these situations can be expected to continue. For any comprehensive research to be attempted, 
it is essential that these private collections and CBC series be brought together. 


The guide is divided into five chapters representing the principal administrative divisions of the CBC — Head 
Office in Ottawa, English Services Division in Toronto, French Services Division in Montreal, Regional Broad- 
casting Division and Radio-Canada International. Collections and series have been organized alphabetically 
within these particular chapters. Some collections/series fall neatly into one of the chapters. Others have been 
placed into the most appropriate category, based on their apparent strengths. Still others, such as the material for 
Lister Sinclair — who has had a long and distinguished career in radio, television and administration — does not 
fall easily into any particular chapter, and the index will have to be relied upon to direct users to the individual 
entries. Material deposited by the CBC has been organized by administrative unit, program series, sub-series, 
episode title, generic grouping, and even by the name of particular CBC officers — whichever is the most 
appropriate and reflects the most common use within the CBC. 


The entries for this guide have been prepared from the collection descriptions and finding aids that exist in the 

various divisions of the PAC. Information for each entry includes: 

—a brief description of the person, program title, administrative unit, etc., and their significance to the CBC 

—an indication of the various PAC divisions where holdings relating to this collection/series exist 

—an accession number, finding aid designation, manuscript group number, or volume number to specifically 
locate the material 

—an indication of the extent of the holdings in this collection/series 

—an indication of whether the holdings consist of photographs, files, films, kinescopes (a filmed recording from a 
television monitor), videotape, sound recordings, or other medium 

—the dates of the material in the particular collection/series 

—a description of the nature of the PAC holdings. 


The descriptions provided for the various collections/series are not uniform and are sometimes dispropor- 
tional to the extent of the category, for the extent of information available on a given holding often bears little 
relation to its size. It is expected that these entries will be corrected, amended, amplifed and reorganized as 
research continues. Thus, users comments and corrections are encouraged. 


This guide is not intended to lead a researcher to a particular document or broadcast, but rather to indicate 
whether the PAC holds potential sources for a particular research project. Similarly, while the guide provides 
many references to radio and television series and individual programs, the researcher should not rely on these 
references to provide all the material that may exist in our holdings. Rather, he or she should consider examining 
the finding aids in the particular divisions of the PAC for likely series and collections. 


The guide attempts to bring together all collections held at the PAC that include a substantial body of records 
relating to the history of the CBC. Not included are substantial collections of CBC sources outside the PAC, such 
as the Concordia University Centre for Broadcasting Studies collection of radio drama scripts, the York University 
Archives collection of television drama scripts and the University of Quebec at Montreal Music Library collection

of musical progamming. While the PAC, through the activities of the National Film, Television and Sound 
Archives (NFTSA) division, has encouraged and assisted provincial archives in taking on the archival custody of 
regional CBC records and programming, these holdings are not included. So the researcher should be aware that 
there exist collections with CBC connections in virtually all archives in Canada, not to mention archives outside 
the country. A union catalogue of all these collections would undoubtedly be useful to researchers, and to the 
CBC itself, but its compilation would be an overwhelming task and falls beyond the scope of this project. 


A summary outline of the CBC's history would be an invaluable component of such a guide. Unfortunately, 
such an outline is impossible because of the complexity of the CBC's development and the incompleteness of 
transfers of CBC records to the PAC. A good deal of administrative history about particular offices, personalities, 
programs, etc. has been included in the collection/series descriptions when such information was available. 
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CHAPTER 1 
CBC HEAD OFFICE 


AUDIENCE RESEARCH DEPARTMENT 


The CBC Audience Research Department (known 
at the time of its formation in 1954 as the Bureau of 
Audience Research) is responsible for analyzing 
and evaluating audience statistics. Prior to 1954, the 
CBC purchased audience survey information from a 
variety of companies, but did not conduct any 
audience studies of its own. The first director of 
Research was Neil Morrison. The Audience 
Research Department, now with offices at CBC 
Head Office, Toronto and Montreal, analyzes stud- 
ies done by outside companies, in addition to doing 
its own audience research and opinion surveys.

BBM BUREAU OF MEASUREMENT 
collection 


The BBM Bureau of Measurement is an indepen- 
dent non-profit association of broadcasters, 
advertisers and advertising agencies. Created in 
1944 as the Bureau of Broadcast Measurement to 
conduct a weekly survey on radio listeners, the BBM 
began measuring television audiences in 1952 with 
the advent of television in Canada. In 1966 the asso- 
ciation changed its name to the present BBM 
Bureau of Measurement, and over the years it has 
expanded the variety and complexity of broad- 
casting surveys.

BUSHNELL, Ernest L. collection 


Ernest L. Bushnell joined the Canadian Radio 
Broadcasting Commission in 1933 after working in 
radio with CFRB and CKNC. He was appointed 
director of English Language Programs, a position 
he retained with the CBC in 1936. During the war 
years he directed the activities of the CBC Overseas 


Reporting Unit. In 1944 he became director of Gen- 
eral Programs and in 1952 assistant general man- 
ager of CBC. In 1959 Bushnell resigned his position 
as vice-president of the CBC to return to private 
broadcasting.

CANADIAN RADIO BROADCASTING 
COMMISSION 


The Canadian Radio Broadcasting Commission 
was created in 1932 by the Canadian Radio Broad- 
casting Act to “regulate and control broadcasting in 
Canada,” and was empowered to determine the 
character and proportion of advertising and the time 
devoted by stations to national and local programs. 
It was also empowered to operate stations and origi- 
nate programs. The Commission consisted of a 
chairman, a vice-chairman and a commissioner. It 
operated until the Canadian Broadcasting Act in 
1936 created the Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion.

CENTRAL REGISTRY SYSTEM 


A CBC central registry system was established in 
1936 and controlled CBC records until 1968, when 
administration within the CBC was decentralized. 
Thereafter the central registry office controlled and 
maintained records relating to CBC Head Office 
functions. This system was a subject registry sys- 
tem, with numbers allotted to specific subjects.

CORPORATE AFFAIRS DEPARTMENT 


The Corporate Affairs Department was established 
in 1959. Its head had the title of vice-president until 
1969. The Department had the responsibility for 
Information Services, Staff Communications, Sta- 
tion Relations and the Secretariat. Information Ser- 
vices included a public relations function. Staff 
Communications was responsible for internal com- 
munications, and Station Relations interacted with 
the affiliated stations. The Secretariat was responsi- 
ble for relations with Members of Parliament and the 
CRTC, and provided a secretarial function to the 
Board of Directors. Some of these functions are now 
under other vice-presidents.

CORPORATE PROGRAM SERVICES 


Corporate Program Services, previously known as 
the Corporate Film Office, reported to various vice- 
presidents over the years. The Corporate Film Office 
had been established by the CBC's Board of Direc- 
tors because of concern over a number of aspects of 
the program rights, acquisition procedures and 
inventory of film held by the CBC. For some years 
the Department also had functional responsibility for 
film operations (technical and production), but 
in 1970 this responsibility was transferred 
to engineering headquarters in Montreal (EHQ). 
The Department is responsible for the development 
of agreements related to production, co-production, 
procurement and program sales contracting. It is 
also responsible for the following: the Further Use 
Project, which is post-broadcast distribution of radio 
and television programs; the authorization of off-air 
recording of CBC programs; negotiations with the 
music performing rights organization; the distribu- 
tion of CBC programs by the National Film Board, 
the CBC Archives Program and the CBC Oral His- 
tory Project.

COWAN, Andrew G. collection 


In 1940 Andrew Cowan joined the CBC as a pro- 
ducer for Talks and Public Affairs in the prairie 
region. Shortly after this he was organizer of Talks 
and Public Affairs for the whole western region as 
well as organizer of the National Labour Forum for 
Toronto and Ottawa. Cowan served as a CBC war 
correspondent in North Africa and Europe from 
1943 until he returned to Toronto in 1945 to co- 
ordinate CBC rehabilitation broadcasts for returning 
servicemen. In January 1946 he moved to London 
as European representative of the CBC and 
remained in that position until 1954. From 1954 to 
1958 he was supervisor of Troop Broadcasts in 
Ottawa. In 1958 Cowan became director of the CBC

vice-president, Planning in 1964; and acting operat- 
ing officer in 1967. He served as acting president 
(1967-1968), and in 1974 was appointed senior 
vice-president. In 1976 he retired from the CBC.

Rene Landry was appointed secretary of the Cana- 
dian Radio Broadcasting Commission in 1933, a 
position he retained with the CBC on its creation in 
1936. He held the positions of director of Personnel 
and Administrative Services, director for the 
province of Quebec, controller of Administration and 
vice-president and assistant to the president. During 
World War II, Landry sat on the Censorship Co- 
ordination Committee and at the same time was 
chief broadcasting censor for Canada.

In 1982 the nightly national newscast 
was shifted to 10:00 p.m. on weeknights, followed by 
the public affairs program entitled The Journal. In 
October 1985 the CBC began broadcasting the 
Sunday evening news at 10:00 p.m. under the title 
CBC News Sunday Report. It was hosted by Peter 
Mansbridge. The Saturday night national news 
broadcast remained at 11:00 p.m.

TAKE THIRTY 


One of CBC's longest running television shows, 
Take Thirty was originally intended as afternoon 
entertainment for housewives, following its origins in 
the series Open House. Over the years the series 
became more concerned with current affairs, pre- 
senting two to three items on social issues or topics 
of general interest per program. Often an entire pro- 
gram or series of programs was devoted to one topic 
or theme. The series was first telecast in September

Telecast with breaks for the summer months 
from September 1970 to June 1972, the series was 
produced for the network in Toronto by executive 
producer William Harcourt, with producers Jean- 
nine Locke, Gordon Donaldson, Murray Hunter, 
Garth Price, Don Cameron, Martyn Burke, lan Mur- 
ray, Jesse Nishihata, Bill Stevenson, Robert Evans, 
Don McQueen and Nick Bakyta.

TWELVE FOR SUMMER 


This summer variety-show series included popular 
music of every hue from country and western to big- 
band jazz, and featured variety talent from across 
the country.

(1967).

TWENTY TWENTY 


This series dealt with various facets of Canada and 
Canadian life. Originating in various regions across 
the country, the series was produced for the network 
by executive producer Ron Hunka and producers 
Thom Benson (1962-1963) and Richard Knowles 
(1964-1967). Harry Mannis hosted the 30-minute 
programs, which were telecast weekly from April 
1962 to July 1967, with some interruptions.

TWO FOR PHYSICS 


This 12-part science series was hosted by Donald 
lvey and Patterson Hume of The University of 
Toronto. The aim of the series was to show the 
layman the concepts of physics from its beginning to 
the present day, through experiments and illustra- 
tions. Each 30-minute program studied a different 
aspect of physics. The series was produced for the 
CBC by George Dick, and was telecast weekly from 
July to September 1959.

TWO-THIRTY TORONTO TIME 


This CBLT weekday afternoon series featured a dif- 
ferent subject each day: travel on Mondays, movie 
reviews on Tuesdays, discussions on Wednesday 
by broadcast journalists on education and other 
issues in the Toronto area, consumer news with 
Joan Watson on Thursdays and discussions about 
the week's top Toronto news story on Fridays. The 
half-hour shows were aired in the Toronto area from 
the fall of 1971 to the fall of 1972.

UMBRELLA 


Hosted by William Ronald, who provided comments 
and analysis of works of art, the series looked at 
recent developments in the world of art. The 30- 
minute programs included documentary features on 
leading painters, actors, sculptors, dancers, writers 
and musicians. Providing commentaries for the 
visual presentations were Barry Callaghan, Rita 
Greer, Allan and Timothy Findley. The series was 
produced by John Kennedy, and was telecast 
weekly from April to June and again from October to 
December 1966.

Originally a portion of the Let's See series, this 
series of children's shows featured puppets created 
and manipulated by John Conway. The two main 
characters were the puppets Uncle Chichimus and 
Hollyhock, with Larry Mann appearing regularly on 
the show. Produced for the network by Leo Oren- 
stein (1953-1954) and others, the 15-minute pro- 
grams appeared weekly from September 1952 to 
April 1954, and again from October 1959 to 1960.

The Unforeseen was telecast 
weekly for two seasons running from October 1958 
to July 1959 and from October 1959 to March 1960.

The series was 
produced for the network by CBLT executive pro- 
ducer Peter Trueman and was telecast weekly from 
October 1970 to October 1974.

VACATION TIME 


This summer series for children was produced in a 
different Canadian city each day of the week, and 
showed the recreational facilities and youth activities 
enjoyed in each region. Toronto, Vancouver, Win- 
nipeg, Montreal, Ottawa and Halifax were all fea- 
tured in this series. The Toronto hosts were Bruce 
Roberts, Toby Tarnow and Donnalu Wigmore (1962 
and 1963); and Chris Wiggins, Don Francks and 
Alex Trebek (1964). The series was produced for the 
network by CBLT producers Paddy Sampson 
(1962), Denny Spence (1963), Brian O'Leary 
(1964), Ed Mercel (1965), Robert Gibbons (1966) 
and Flemming Nielson (1967). Vacation Time was 
telecast five times a week running from July to Sep- 
tember 1962 to 1968. Most shows were 60 minutes 
long, but some (1965 and 1967-1968) were 30 
minutes.

The series host was Laurie Jennings 
and the programs were broadcast on the CBC net- 
work from 1971 to 1977.

WAYNE AND SHUSTER 


This series featured comedians Johnny Wayne and 
Frank Shuster. The shows included skits written and 
performed by the two stars, with regular cast and 
guest performers providing a variety of song and 
dance. Produced for the network by CBLT producers 
Don Hudson (1954-1963) and Bill Davis 
(1963-1964), the series was telecast on a fort- 
nightly or monthly basis from November 1954 to 
May 1963, during the fall-winter season. From the 
fall of 1964 Wayne and Shuster have appeared in a 
variety of comedy specials, e.g. Wayne and Shuster 
Take an Affectionate Look at Burns and Allen, Sun- 
day at Nine and Mother Goose Special.

THE WEAKER SEX 


The series, which began in 1968, was taped partly in 
Toronto and partly in New York and consisted of 
verbal duels between Pamela Mason and various 
male guests as they discuss topics of general inter- 
est.

The 1969 series, which was telecast from 
January to March, was taped in Toronto, with Lor- 
raine Thompson as host. Like the previous series, 
the 30-minute programs appeared each weekday, 
but the format was changed slightly to include 
female as well as male guests.

Produced and telecast regionally by CBLT, Weekday 
was a local daily news report that appeared each 
weekday from September 1969 to September 1974.

WEEKEND 


When the series began in October 1969, it was 
telecast as two related shows on Saturday and Sun- 
day nights. The Saturday edition focused on people 
and was lighter in tone than Sunday's show, which 
dealt with current affairs. Both shows incorporated 
the daily national news and imitated the format of the 
weekend newspaper, with sections on entertain- 
ment and news, entering around a core or “cover” 
story. From January 1970 Weekend continued as a 
Sunday show only, generating its own summer 
series of shorter news programs. It appeared almost 
continuously until July 1972. The principal executive 
producer was Richard Nielsen, and production 
teams included Don Cumming, Ralph Thomas, 
Barry Callaghan and Robert Frye. Edward Shaw, 
Barry Gavin and Christopher Braden were series 
directors, and Lloyd Robertson, Barry Callaghan, 
Kay Sigurjonsson and Pierre Nadeau acted 
as hosts. Interviewers and contributors included 
Norman DePoe, Peter Reilly, Larry Zolf, Barbara 
Frum and Ron Collister. The summer edition of 
Weekend was titled Summer Weekend and it was 
telecast from 1970 to 1972. Replacing the longer 
Sunday telecasts that comprised the regular Week- 
end series, the 30 to 45-minute summer programs 
followed the same magazine-show format, combin- 
ing news reports with variety entertainment.

This CBC panel-quiz series originated from different 
parts of the country each week, with local panelists 
for each city.

NORTHERN AND ARMED FORCES 
SERVICES 


The Northern Service was established in 1958 in 
order to provide a broadcasting service that would 
meet the special needs of the people living in the 
North (native Indians, Inuit, Metis and non-natives). 
The Northern Service covers the Yukon, the North- 
west Territories and the most remote northern cor- 
ners of Canada. It broadcasts not only in English 
and French but also in Eskimo dialects and Indian 
languages. 


CBC service to the armed forces has been continu- 
ous since the end of World War Il. In 1954 a separate 
service known as the Armed Forces Service was 
organized to take over this function from the Interna- 
tional Service. With the establishment of the CBC 
Northern Service in 1958, many of the armed forces 
radio stations in the North were transferred to it. 
From that point on the Armed Forces Service was 
mainly concerned with Canadian servicemen 
abroad.

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CHAPTER 5 
RADIO CANADA INTERNATIONAL 


The International Service of the CBC was officially 
launched on 25 February 1945, with the immediate objec- 
tives of broadcasting to Canadian soldiers in Europe and 
counteracting Fascist propaganda against the Allied war 
effort. After the war came to an end, the objective of the 
International Service was to provide a “continuing expres- 
sion abroad of Canadian identity.” Broadcasts in French, 
English, German and Czech in the first years were 
expanded to include Dutch, Norwegian, Danish, Swedish, 
Italian, Slovak, Finnish, Spanish and Portuguese by 1950. 
As concerns with Communist influence in Eastern Europe 
in the 1950s mounted, programming in Russian, Ukrainian, 
Polish and Hungarian were added. 


In 1972 the name of the service was changed to Radio 
Canada International, and in the mid-70s a Japanese lan- 
guage service was added. The policies of the Department 
of External Affairs form the basis for determining RCI target 
areas and language priorities, but programming and edi- 
torial policies are the responsibility of the CBC.
